Writing about the affair in the 
school’s alumnae Bulletin the retiring 
headmistress said, “During her hus- 
band’s eight years as head of the 
Northfield schools Mrs. Speer shared 
his problems, traveled over the coun- 
try with him as the needs of the 
schools demanded, and entertained 
in her home the interesting, vital peo- 
ple always drawn to its support. Any 
headmistress would envy Mrs. Speer 
her opportunity to know the two great 
Northfield schools initimately. Their 
ideals have become an enduring part 
of her; their competent administra- 
tion a pattern to follow.” 

Since leaving Northfield Mrs. Speer 
has been associated with the Bald- 
win School at Bryn Mawr, where 
she was head of Residence, and with 
the Ethel Walker School at Simsbury, 
Conn., as headmistress. On several 
occasions she has brought delegations 
of her students. to the Girls Confer- 
ence, held here annually.

He served for 23 months in 
World War I. In 1985 he became 
resident manager of an investment 
firm in Reading, Pa., where he be- 
came married and established his 
home. He was a member of many of 
the towns organizations and took an 
active part in its civic affairs. With 
the outbreak of World War II, he 
entered the service of the American 
Red Cross and became a field club 
supervisor of its activities in Africa 
and Italy. In the performance of his 
duties he contracted an illness which 
brought about his return to Amer- 
ica but from which illness he never 
recovered. Surviving. beside his moth- 
er, are his wife, Mrs. Ernestine 
Smith of Reading, Pa.; a sister, Mrs. 
Roger Dakin of New York; and broth- 
ers, A. Fay Smith of Leominster; A. 
Henry Smith of Swampscott. 

Funeral services were held in the 
Congregational Church Wednesday 
afternoon, April 18, with Rev. Joseph 
W. Reeves, the pastor, officiating, and 
among those attending were rep- 
resentatives of the American Legion 
and the American Red Cross. Burial 
was in the family plot in Center 
Cemetery.

Well Known Woman 
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To Aid Anti-leprosy 

Mrs. Harper Sibley of Rochester, 
N. Y., well known here because of 
her active interest in the various 
women’s conferences during the sum- 
mer and in the Northfield schools, has 
been named chairman of a committee 
of sponsors for the post-war anti-lep- 
rosy program of the American Mis- 
sion to Lepers. The committee seeks 
to secure $500,000 to carry out the 
plans to train workers to fight the 
disease, especially in Asia and Africa, 
where leprosy has increased and 
spread because of war conditions. On 
the committee with Mrs. Sibley are 
Secretary Henry Morgenthau, Jr., of 
the U. S. Treasury, Senator Leverett 
Saltonstall of Massachusetts and Eil- 
bur L. Cross, former Governor of Con- 
necticut, with many others. There 
is much interest here in the Amer- 
ican Mission in whose behalf local 
citizens arrange an annual meeting 
to present its work.
